Council last evening were enlivened 
and rendered unusually interesting 
by speeches from Charles Crocker 
of tho Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and L. W. Kennedy of the 
Oakland, Berkeley and Contra Costa

through the streets of Oakland, from 
the San Antonio Creek front to the 
northern boundary line of the city. 
The Northern Railway Company, 
Through its President, Leland Stan- 
ford, petitioned for the right to con- 
struct a railroad on Cedar street 
(first street crossing the local rail- 
road vest of Point station) from 
Lincoln street (between Tenth and 
Eleventh) to the workshops of the 
Central Pacific liailrond Company, 
with a double

coln to Short, and a single track

Atlantic 
streets.
